The Submarine War. 

An official statement published in Ber- 
lin denies that the Dutch liner Tubantia, 
from Rotterdam for Buenos Ayres, which 
was sunk a few hours out from her port 
of departure, was destroyed either by a 
German submaritie or by a German mine- 
The German Admiralty had to choose 
between such a denial and a confession 
that the liner was sunk with delibérate 
intention. It could mot plead in this 
case that her sinking was the result of a 
“mistake ” ; for every possible precaution 
has been taken to make these Dutch, liners 
distinctive, and their time of sailing and 
the course they steer are, moreover, 
familiar to every wesponsible seaman in 
the North Sea. Sworn affidavits of the 
first and fourth officers and the look-out 
man state that the wake of a torpedo was 
distinctly noticed. The Dutch Press 
makes no attempt to conceal the fact that 
it does not believe in the denial, or in 
the preposterous inference which the Ger- 
mag Admiralty desires to be drawn that 
the torpedo was British. The enemy will 
have some difficulty in explaining away 
the remarkable coincidence whereby “the 
accident’ to the Tubantia has been re- 
-peated in the case of the Palambang, 
which was sunk on Saturday morning. 
These outrages are the more remarkable 
in that they follow close upon the retire- 
ment of Admiral von Tirpitz. The Ger- 
man Press, which discusses this event 
with unaccustomed freedom, agrees “that 
it was not illness, but a change of naval 
policy, which led to his fall. The Berlin 
gorrespondent of the Cologne Gazette, who 
is a recognised mouthpiece of the Wil- 
helmstrasse, declares that “the supreme 
authorities could not decide to carry out 
the retired Admiral's policy to its extreme 
length.’ We do not know what Admiral 
von Tirpitz’s “extreme length ” was; but 
it is difficult to discover evidence of 
greater moderation in a policy which sinks 
without warning neutral vessels outward 
bound from one neutral port to another. 
It is possible that a decision has, in fact, 
been taken in fayour of a more restrained 
course, but that its effects will. not be 
allowed -to become apparent at once, and 
that the latest excesses are intended to 
disarm an agitation by the partisans of 
Admiral von Tirpitz in the Reichstag and 
the country. If this is the true explana- 
tion, and it has been decided to limit 
submarine activity after a final propitia- 
tion of the genius of “ruthlessness,” the 
German Government is to be congratu- 
lated on a return to sanity. Evidence

A Cabinet Secret. 

In the course of the contest in the Har- 
borough Division, which mainly turns 
upon the grievance of the attested married 
men, a curious side-issue has arisen, Mr.

In denying, however, that 
he ever brought this particular charge 
against the three statesmen, Mr. Bowles 
has. repeated the statement that gave rise 
to the misapprehension. It is sufficiently 
os According to*him, these mem- 
bers ot the Administration formed by Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman in December, 
1905, became aware in the following year 
that war might ensue between Germany 
and France. After consultation with 
the then Prime Minister, but with none 
of their other colleagues, they catused 
both the expecied belligerents to be in- 
formed that, in the event of such a war, 
Great Britain would probably fight on 
the side of France; and they even entered 
upon definite military arrangements with 
the French authorities in view of such an 
According to Mrg Bowles, they 
continued to keep these arrangements 
secret for years, without telling the other 
members of the Cabinet a word about 
them—still . less Parliament or the 
country. The result was that it was im- 
possible to make adequate preparations 
for a war té which we were already com- 
mitted in advance. We refuse to accept 
this story on Mr. Bowles’s mere ipse dirit. 
In some respects, it does not square with 
the facts as we know them from other 
sources. Mr. Bowles quotes the White 
Book of 1914 for what he calls the “ con- 
fession”’ that in 1906 these Ministers be- 
came aware that there might be war be- 
tween Germany and France. Surely 
there was nothing very startling in that 
discovery?

The interesting announcement is made 
to-night that the Prince of Wales has 
been appointed to the staff of the General 
Officer Commanding «the Expeditionary 
Force in the Mediterranean. He has 
already arrived in Egypt, and, by now, 
has probably commenced his duties. The. 
fact that the heir to the Throne is with 
the Mediterranean Force’ may be taken as 
showing that this force is engaging in no 
mere subordinate campaign. It is the 
force associated with our brave Colonial 
troops, and the fact that the Prince of 
Wales is going to share their perils will 
give great satisfaction to the Dominions. 
It will also have its effect on the Oriental 
mind of those Balkan States which are 
still anxiously awaiting the turn of the 
scale. 

The sinking of the Palambang so soon 
after the Tubantia suggests that the new 
German policy of frightfulness is aimed 
at neutral vessels. both these ships are 
Dutch ships: both were outward bound. 
There could be no question, therefore, of 
their carrying contraband, and I am told 
that neither ship-was bringing any appre- 
ciable cargo to this country.

She is not 
likely to succeed. The destruction of 
two Dutch liners will not strengthen 
Count Bernstorff’s hands in Washington, 
and we have yet to see how the Dutch 
Government will take it. Earlier in the 
war Germany made great efforts to win 
the friendship of Holland. 

This indiscriminate destruction of 
neutral ships lends an air of truth to the 
rumour in circulation that von Tirpitz 
had ordered the sinking of all vessgls 
that came in sight of a U-boat, and that 
the Kaiser t@treupon decided that it was 
time for him to be retired. This sinking 
of Dutch vessels has a sinister appéar. 
ance. It looks as though the Germans 
were trying to drive the Dutch to fight 
against them. Nothing would suit Ger 
many better than to get possession of 
Rotterdam as a naval base, since the 
British Navy has disposed of her hopes 
in this direction at Ostend and Zeebrugze. 

The air raid on Kent to-day exacted a 
heavy toll, for no fewer than fiwe deaths 
are reported, with thirty-one’ injured. 
Sunday seems to be the chosen day for 
this kind of outrage, and the German 
idea of kultur is to destroy the Sabbath 
peace. It ts satisfactory to know that 
one of our brave aviators brought down 
one of the raiders, but three of them got 
safely away. It would be interesting to 
know if there was a naval air patrol on 
duty at the time. The official report 
states that several of our aeroplanes went 
up from Westgate im pursuit.

GERMANS DEPRESSED. 
(REUTER'S TELEGRAM.) 
AMSTERDAM, Mancn 18. 

A semi-official German Note, appended to 
General Smuts’ recent report of his success- 
ful advance in German East Africa, attempts 
gradually to prepare the German public for 
the imminent loss of their last colony in 
Africa. The Note says:—‘‘It can hardly be 
doubted that the British Army Command, 
after its numerous failures at the beginning 
of the war, has now undertaken an attack on 
a large scale in far superior forces, and is 
availing itself of all its technical advantages, 
and has gained some success, The Kiliman- 
jaro sector, which, since the outbreak of the 
world war, has been the scene of numerous 
skirmishes, mostly favourable to us, can be 
regarded for the present as in the hands of 
the enemy. The British troops, strengthened 
by several Boer regiments, obviously em- 
ployed the same encircling tactics of which 
their superior forces in German South-West 
Africa made successful use.” 

After pointing out that the railway lines 
recently built to this sector greatly helped 
the British to bring up ammunition and artil- 
lery, the Note concludes :—‘‘ From the British 
report we see that our brave East African 
troops, yielding to the pressure of the en- 
circling and superior enemy forces, withdrew 
to territory more favourable to their peculiar 
method of fighting.” 


GRAPHIC STORY OF THE 
CAMPAIGN, 

Pre following vivid details of the trying 
conditions, under which operations in German 
East Africa are being conducted are contained 
in a letter sent home by a member of the Ex- 
peditionary Force :— 

“It is difficult to exaggerate the hardships 
of carrying on war in this part of the world.

Carnivora abound, and patrols, when they are 
watching for enemy snipers, must keep a 
Wa look-out for prowling lions, leopards, 
and hyenak. The “ téann "” unaccustomed to 
the jungle may well find sleep impossible with 
night made hideous by the tyemendous noise 
of lions and gther wild beastw*scenting their 
prey. It has been no infrequent experience 
for our pickets to watch full-grown lions 
drinking at water holes less than fifty yards 
away. i 

The rivers abound with crocodiles, and the 
snort of the giant hippopotamus mingles with 
the noises of the other denizens of the world’s 
greatest uncontrolled zoo. Many a trooper 
has suspected the plunging of the zebra or 
buck through the bush to be a reconnoitring 
party of the enemy. Happily, e

AFTER VERDUN. 

Mr. H. J. Greenwell, the Paris corre- 
spondent of the London Daily Hicpress, tele- 
Graphing last night, says:—A political per- 
sonage said to me to-day: General Cadorna’s 
visit to Paris immediately follo§ing that of 
General’ Porro, preceding that of Signor 
Salandra and Baron Sonnino, and coinciding 
with the Verdun attack and the important 
deLates in the Italian Parliament, has a parti- 
cularly important significance.

“T\have the honour to point out that the 
agreem@ént in question. refers to certain 
categories of persons whose detention could 
not serve any military purpose. The conclu- 
sion of this agreement cannot, however, be 
held to limit the right—inherent in every 
belligerent Government-——to repatriate alien 
enemies whose repatriation that Government 
‘considers to be in the public interest, and 
His Majesty’s Government do. not admit the 
contention of the Austro-Hungarian Govern- 
ment in this. matter.

LIEUTENANT NEIL MURPHY 
GAVIN, R.A.M.C, 


The death occurred in France on March 12th 
of temporary Lieutenant Neil Murphy Gavin, 
R.A.M.C., as the result of a fall from his 
horse. Lieutenant Gavin was a Fellow of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, Edinburgh, and 
was Medical Missionary of the Irish Presby- 
terian Church in India. He was the youngest 
son of the late Mr. Hugh Gavin, of Stirling. 
Preaching in Rutland square Presbyterian 
Church yesterday, the Rev. J. C. Blair, of 
India, referred to the great loss which the 
Missi and Church had sustained by the 
death of Dr. Gavin while on active service in 
France.

Prize for Engli erse, and took his Bachelor 
of Arts degree in 1856, proceeding to that of 
M.A. in 1862. Ordainéd in June, 1857, he 
was appointed to the curacy of St. Matthew’s; 
Maryioboes. and held that charge for two years, 
when he became curate of Kensington Church. 
In 1863 he was preferred to the office of Chap- 
lain at Berlin to the then Crown Princess 
Frederich, Princess Royal of England, and 
afterwards German Empress, remaining in oc- 
cupation of the ome until 1865. Shortly after 
his return to England, he was nominated 
minister of St. James s Chapel, York street. 
During his tenure of this position, extending 
from 1866 to 1875, he laid the foundation of 
his reputation both as a writer and literary 
scholar of the first rank, and as a fearless and 
independent thinker. In 1865 he published 
his “Life and Letters of the late Frederick 
W. Robertson,” the first of a series of volumes 
dealing with religion and literature, notable 
for breadth of view, sanity of judgment, and 
catholicity of spirit, which deeply interested 
those who differed from him radically in many 
respects. His “Freedom in the Church of 
England,’ a book which occasioned much dis- 
cussion, appeared in 1871. It was followed b 
his studies on ‘Theology in the English 
Poets: Cowper, Coleridge, Wordsworth, and 
Burns,” in 1874, with a volume of “ Sermons: 
1868-1877,|" and, in the latter year, “ A Fight 
of Faith.” another volume of pulpit discourses 
which went through several Bitisos. In 1872 
he had been made a Chaplain in Ordinary to 
Queen Victoria. It was soon after this time 
his growing want of sympathy 
certain cardinal doctrines of 
Anglican Church became apparent. 

Stopford Brooke was essentially a man of 
letters, and from the general point of view 
his ‘literary overshadowed” his clerical career. 
Possessed of independent means, he was able 
to gratify his cultured tastes, among them a 
keen Fo ig aes of art. -But the greater 
part of his leisure was devoted to his books. 
In 1876 he published Mág familiar * Primer of 
English Literature,” which drew forth a well- 
remembered tribute of praise from Matthew 
Arnold. One of the most successful manuals 
of its kind produced up to that time, it soon 
found its way into almost universal use as 
a student's text-book both in these countries 
and in America, subsequently passing into 
new and revised editions. It was succeeded 
in 1892 by his “ History of English Litera- 
ture’ down to the accession of Alfred, and 
‘English Literature from the Beginning to the 
Norman.Conquest”’ in 1894, both works marked 
by the qualities of painstaking scholarship 
that distinguished ail his literary output. 
In 1885 his *‘ Notes on the ‘ Liber Stadioram 
of J. M. W. Turner “” was issued, followed in 
1868 by a book of “ Poems.’’ In 1893 he pub- 
lished a striking lecture on “ The Development 
of Theology as Illustrated in English Poetry 
from 1780 to 1850.” and in 1898 a series of 
sermons, entitled ‘‘The Gospel of Joy.’’ To 
the list of Mr. Stopford Brooke’s most notable 
later books belong his study of the '' Poetry 
of Robert Browning,” 1902; “Ten Plays of 
Shakespeare,” 1905; “Studies in Poetry, 
1907; and “Four Poets,”’ 1908. Thoagh 
living all his life in England, he never forgot 
his native country. He took the deepest, in- 
terest in the Irish literary revival movement 
and contributed towards its promotion. 50 
far back as 1895 his opinions found strong 
expression in the publication, “The Need and 
Use of getting Irish Literature into the Eng- 
lish Tongue,” and, in conjunction with Mr. 
T. W. Rolleston, he edited “A Treasury of 
lrish Poetry in the English Tongue,’ which 
made its appearance in 1900. 

DR. ROBERT COCHRANE. 

His many friends in Dublin will receive 
with feelings of deep regret the announce 
ment of the death of Robert Cochrane, LL.D., 
F.S.A., which occurred on Friday 
night at his residence, Highfield road, Rath- 
gar. I), Cochrane, who was in his Tlst 
year, was H.M.: Inspector of Ancient Monu- 
ments for the Board of Works, of which he 
had been at an earlier period its principal 
He was a recognised authority on 
antiquarian subjects. He was honorary 
Secretary of the Roval Society of Antiquar'es 
of Ireland from 1889 to 1907, and editor of its 
journal for the same period® He was 
President of that Society from 1909 to 1912, 
and President of the Institution of Civil Eng!- 
neers, lreland, 1905-4. He was educated at 
Queen's College, Belfast, and was an 
honorary LL.D. of the Royal University of 
Ireland, and a Companion of the Imperial 
Service Order (1902). In the earliest part of 
his professional career he was Assistant 
County Surveyor for County Down from 1862 
to 1874. In 1874 he “was appointed 
Assistant Surveyor to the Board of Works, 
and subsequently he was appointed Principal 
Surveyor to the Board, which position 
he held until 1909. In his capacity 
as Surveyor to the Board of Works 
he designed many important public works in 
Ireland, amongst which were the extensive 
additions to his Alma Mater in Belfast, in- 
cluding the Hamilton Tower and the 
Students’ Union buildings. He was ap- 
pointed Inspector of Ancient and National 
Monuments in succession to the late Sir 
Thomas Deane, which office he held up to the 
time of his death. , 


MR. JEROME J. CUSSEN. 

Mr. Jerome J. Cussen,- formerly Chairman 
of the Templemore Town Commissioners, he 
came suddenly ill whilst entering his resi- 
dence, 174 Rathgar road;, Rathmines. Dub- 
lin,-on Saturday afternoon, mar, > by s 
Stritch, solicitor, who was passing, rendered 
first aid, and, with the assistance of Con- 
stable 50 E and two of the 10th R. D. Fusi- 
liers, carried Mr. Cussen to. his residence. 
Dr. Henry Hunt was immediately summoned, 
but on arrival pronounced life extinct. Mr. 
Cussen was a well-known merchant in Dublin. 
He was 66 yéars of age. He was one of the 
best judges of antiques in the United King- 
dom, a in his time supplied many valuab!e 
specimens to the museums. He had an in 
terest in the ' Antiguary” in Molesworth 
street.

U-boat war and poisoned bombs are their ideals 
in the schools. Not only should a horror 
of that Sarajevo murder be taught, but it 
should also be taught that there are wide 
circles in Germany and Austria who regarded 
this murder as a godsend. i 

At these words wild uproar arose in 
House, and the President rang his bell.

Dr. Liebknecht went on—Like the Thirty 
Years’ War, so also the present war has a de- 
moralising and baneful effect on education. 
The educational ideal of the bourgeoise 
centres in a déath struggle. Thus the libera- 
tion of the working-class cannot come. 

The President for the second time called 
the speaker to order. 

Dr. Liebknecht continned—The 
themselves must tackle the job. Troops 
must not fight only in the trenches. They 
ought to lower their arms and direct them 
against the common enemy. 

The ‘President rang his bel], and Dr. Lieb- 
knecht tried to speak furiner, but the Pres 
dent continued ringing his bell, and said: “I 
beg those gentlemen to stand up who still 
wish to hear Dr. Liebknecht.’’ 

Only the Socialists stood up. Dr. Lieb- 
knecht was accordingly forbidden to speak, 
amid ioud applausesfrom the majority. Dr. 
Liebknecht tried to speak, but could not 
make himself heard owimg to terrific commo- 
tion. As he was leaving the Tribune there 
were loud shouts of “Out with him.”
